1. Call to Order and Roll Call

Agency Operations

A. Director’s Report —

1. Request for Rulemaking Exemption — Ms Scott reported that the
Cristina Corieri from the Governor’s office has denied our request for
an exemption to the rulemaking Moratorium. With the explanation that
while the change in statute makes it possible, it does not make it
mandatory to raise the continuing education requirements.

2. Vacancy on the Board — Ms Scott reported that the Governor’s office
has not replaced board member Mudd or re-appointed Chairman
Nyblade. They did indicate that they have five applications for the
vacant positions (all from licensed opticians) but they have not yet
received recommendations from governor’s office staff to make the
appointments.

Possible Violations

A. BJ’s Food Mart — selling contact lenses — a response from BJ’s Food Mart was
received and indicated they will no longer be selling contacts.

B. 16-008/009 — Alex Optical/Candappa — the investigator’s report was reviewed
and discussed. Investigator Jon Clark addressed the Board and answered any
questions they had. Vice-Chairman Mayes moved to dismiss the complaint
against Alex Optical and Mr. Candappa for lack of violation of statute or rule.
Secretary Coleman seconded the motion and it passed.

Applications for Licensure

A. Vice-Chairman Mayes moved to approve the applications for Establishment
License for Lenscrafters at Macy’s #8478 in Phoenix, and Visionworks #387
in Chandler. Board member Bright seconded the motion and it carried.
